Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) 
depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) 
will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. 
Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a 
matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37

In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process, e.g. a process wherein all components of the product 
are mixed together before any heating of the components occurs. 

4. Inventions III and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the nicotine product as claimed can be made 
by another and materially different process, e.g. a process wherein tobacco is treated 
with enzymes. 

5. The process in III requires extraction of tobacco in a metallic column whereas the 
process in II is not limited to a particular nicotine preparation procedure. 

6. If Group III is elected then claims 39 and 40 must be rewritten in independent 
form. 
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7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include
